UST what hunger is, why »U ttv- 
ing creatures suffer this feeling 
and what is the difference be- 


tween hunger and appetite have al- 
ways been three questions that puz- 
zled scientists. Xot until Dr. A. J. 
Carlson devised a method of ascer- 
taining exactly the nature of hunger 
by measuring and comparing the 
degrees of this sensation, have in- 
vestigators along this line of scien- 
tific research been able to reach any 
definite conclusions. 


Among the very interesting re- 


sults of Dr. Carlson's experiments 
are hfs proof that hunger disappears 


finnation of the efficacy of tighten- 
ing one's belt to diminish, hunger- 
pangs, his discovery that smoking 
relieves them to a very considerable 
extent and that exercise and cold 
baths increase hunger. 


How did Dr. Carlson make his ex- 


- periments? 
If hunger is merely a 


sensation, how can it be "seen" or 
. measured exactly? 


In making his investigations Dr. 


Carlson says that he measured care- 


- fully the pressure and the amount 


of stomach-contraction in human be- 


- ings during^health and sickness, dur- 


ing waking periods and during sleep, 


"'during repletion and during starva- 


tion, in new-born infants, in dogs of 


. high and tow degree, in rabbits, 


guinea-pigs, pigeons, turtles, frogs 


* and snakes. 
;" In a book entitled "The Control of 
% Hunger in Health and Disease," pub- 


lished by the University of Chicago. 
Dr. Carteon says that by inserting 
InU the stomach a double-walled 
rubber balteoa, with bismuth-pasta 
between the two walls, he actually 
has seen the movements of the stom- 
ach and photographed them by 
means of the X-ray. To twrt the 
sensitiveness of the inner stomaeh- 
wall to touch, he also describes how 
be scrubbed out the inside of his OUTI 
stomach with a stiff brush attached 
to a strong piano-wire, and how he 
went without food for days to meas- 
ure the stomach-reactions during 
starvation. 


He has tested himself after a cold 


bath in which the water was only a 
few rt«>?repR above the freezins-point 
and in which he remained "as long as 
was deemed safe, despite discom- 
fort, and pain." He has measured 
accurately the effect of smoking OB 
hunger and the effect of constricting 
the belt. 


According to Dr. Hermann B. 


Deutch in a contribution to the Il- 
lustrated World, "Dr. Carlson's work 
involves the accurate measuring of 
hunger 'contractions' through some 
experiments which would have got 
him burned at the stake as a sor- 
cerer in Galileo's day." 


"In general," writes Dr. Deutch, 


"the following method, devised by 
Dr. Carlson, was employed in the 
various experiments. 


"The subject of the experiment is 


directed to shallow a small rubber 
balloon, to which Is. attached a very 
flexible tube of rubber. 
The bal- 


loon is inflated after it reaches the 
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stomach and the rubber tube is 
slipped over one end of a glass tube 
which has been bent into the shape 
of a 'U-' In this U-tu.be there is a 
liquid—usually chloroform or bromo- 
form—and on the surface of the 
liquid, in the arm of the 'U' opposite 
the one to which the rubber tube is 
attached, there is a float. 


"From the top of this float there 


rises an upright, to the top of which 
a light marker is attached. 
This 


marker is so placed that it brushes 
against a recording surface, which 
is wound around a revolving drum. 
As the drum turns, the marker re- 
cords an even, straight, horizontal 
line on the recording surface. 


"If the stomach, however, con- 


tracts, it compresses the balloon, 
which acts like any other rubber 
bulb when It is squeezed by shooting 
out the contained air; this pushes 
up the liquid in the U-shaped tube 
so that it raises the level in the arm 
bearing the float and Its marker, and 
this marker traces a sharp upward 
curve on the recording surface as 
the dram revolves. Thus each con- 
traction of the stomach makes a 
definite measurable record of Its du- 
ration and intensity. 


"According to these experiments, 


what actually happens when we are 
hungry is this: As soon as the stom- 
ach is empty, a series of weak or

ly that the nine chief instruments for 
the conduct of the present big worl<J 
struggle are said to bear the imprint,

The nine weapons named are: The 


submarine, the Maxim machine gun, 
the Lewis machine gun, the aero- 
plane, the tank tractor, the fuse head 
-for the heavy mortars, the. depression 
range finder, the telephone for fire 
control and tbe field telegraph. 


Nearly all of the artillery" fire to 


the big war is controlled and direct 
ed by telephone from observing sta- 
tions and the telegraph Is the medi- 
um for the general Direction of the 
armies. How these inventions were 
born in America is well known. 


But the public does not know that 


another American, Simon Lake, took 
a page from Jules Verne's "Twenty 
Thousand Leagues Under the Sea" 
and realized it into a submarine craft 
that would go under water and be- 
come a powerful weapon. Many of 
the submarines now used by some of 
the warring nations ere made in the 


assembled parts and shipped them to pressiofi range finder, used on hat-

TWe Wright brothers of Dayton 


made possible the development of 
t$S aeroplane. It is tbe most power- 
4'v ajjency for obtaining information

An old-fashioned choke-bore-mus- 


ket kicked Hudson Maxim out of a 
ducking boat over in New Jersey 
years ago, and thereby brought to 
life the machine gun. Napoleon had 
experimented with a machine gun of 
itie. pppper box style, but it never 
reached any finished stage. When 
the gun kicked Jtaxim out of the 
boat he began studying how the re- 
coil could be used to work a gun and 
he evolved the, scheme of boring a 
little hole in the barrel and making 
the escaping gases from the first shot 
throw out the old shell, reload the 
gun and fire it 
Thus came to life 


the machine gun. 


The machine gun's young brother, 


which uses the same general princi- 
ple, is the Lewis gun, the invention 
of Col. Isaac N. Lewis. It is a much 
lighter gun than the Maxim, and is 
being extensively used for aeroplanes 
and for such parts of the battle line 


tiUcations. It ranks at the top of its 
species and hast played a great, al- 
though little known, part in the war. 


The famous "tank tractors"—ar- 


mored machines carrying machine 
guns-—were not only' made in this 
country, but the original idea is re- 
ported to nave been suggested, by a 
western inventor. 


This type of fighting machine is 


merely a large farm tractor -with 
extra long caterpillar gear that en- 
ables it to go over rough country and 


cross trenches and ditches. It pro-. 
tools tTi» oofMiTwnffli from i*iflft &no 
machine gnu fire after the artillery 
has cleared a front of hostile big 
guns.

Another development, rather than 


an invention, is the Whitehead tor- 
pedo. While it was invented In Eng- 
land and developed in Fiume, Aus- 
tria, the chief manufacturer is an 
American concern. 


slight contractions, gradually becom- 
ing stronger, taken place. On an 
average, these 'contractions last 
about 30 seconds each, while the 
entire contraction-period 
occupies 


from 30 to 45 minutes. At first the 
individual contractions are definite- 
ly, separated, coming from two to five 
minutes %part, but toward the end 
of tbe period, the more vigorous con- 
tractions follow one another imme- 
diately and without interruption. In- 
deed in young and vigorous individ- 
uals thje contractions come so rapid- 
ly toward the end of the period that 
they form a 'tetanus,' or cramp, of 
uninterrupted contraction, which en- 
dures for several minutes. This is 
the 'hungry stomach-ache' that was 
such a common affliction in our 
kntckerbocker days. 


"This period ef contractions is the 


hunger-period, and each individual 
contraction is a hunger-pang. The 
periods come anywhere from half an 
hour to two and a half hours apart 
in normal, healthy adults. In in- 
fanta', where 
Prof. Carlson has 


measured the hunger contractions 
by this same balloon method, the 
contraction-periods come much more 
frequently, and sometimes will cause 
babies to snow restlessness, wake 
up and cry. 


"There is nt> doubt but that stom- 


ach contraction produces hunger 
sensations. Tbe sensation as re- 
corded in the minds of the people 
experimented with and the stomach 
contractions as recorded on the re- 
volving drum run absolutely hand- 
in-hand. In fact, where Dr. Carlson 
induced artificial contractions of the 


Th« general belief has been hereto- 
fore that anch substances increase 
the vigor of the hunger contractions. 
On the contrary, Dr. Carlson has 
shown that they temporarily allay 
these contractions, but produce n 
sensation which tempts us to get 
"more of the same.' 


"Every one has read tales of ship- 


wreck and the horrors of starvation, 
with the increasingly intense and 
ravenous desire for food. Or. Carl- 
son and one of his assistants volun- 
tarily have undergone periods of 
starvation of five days' duration to 
determine accurately what takes 
place. It is true, there is a slight 
increase throughout the starvation 
period of the hunger contractions. 
The records of these experiments 
show this to be the case. But after 
the first three days the desire for 
food 
diminishes, and 
sometimes 


turns to revulsion at the sight of edi- 
bles! All discomfort from the experi- 
ment disappeared after the first meal 
following tbe fasting period, and 
from tbe second day thereafter Dr. 
Carlson states that he felt as though 
he had had 'a pleasant month's va- 
cation in the mountains.' 


"With a definite measurable index 


as to the sirengih i" Jiung&r, St 13 
possible accurately to determine the. 
results of various external factors 
on the hunger sensation. For in' 
stance, the old cure of tightening 
one's belt during cases of eitftmft 
hunger can be tested out abaolltely. 
That is what Dr. Carlson has done. 
He finds that in subjects where there, 
is external pressure on the abdomi' 
nal muscles, tbe stomach. contrac- 
tions—that Is, hunger-pangs — ar*, 
very noticeably abated. This is due 
in part to the distraction of attention 
from the stomach to pressure on the 
other organs of the abdomen, and i» 
part to the fact that the sensation of 
abdominal pressure leads to a feel- 
ing of satiety. 
, "Dr. Carlson has found that smok- 
ing 
inhibits hunger-pangs 
to 
a, 


marked extent,. Tliis is particularly 
true of the people who are not ha- 
bitual smokers. Habitual smokers, 
however, must turn from mild cigars 
or cigarettes to very strong cigars, 
or pipes before the hunger contract 
tions. as recorded by the balloon 
method, are diminished. This is na. 
ture's wayof insisting that her needs, 
be met. 


"In the'same way, it has been 


found that exercise, prolonged eald. 
baths, and the like, increase hunger, 
although they do not. necessarily. in. 
crease the hunger contractions, a* 
Dr. Carlson points out 
They do, 


however, increase the nervoua e*> 
citability of the individual, so that 
he becomes more acutely conscious, 
of the 'hunger-pangs' which follow 
the typical hunger contractions."

How to READ Your ELECTRIC LIGHT METER 
I 


N spite of the fact that the mod- 
ern home is now lighted by elec- 
tricity, there is scarcely one per- 


son in a hundred who knows how to 
read an electric meter and thus fig- 
ure his own monthly light bills 
(which are often much heavier than 
the householder thinks they should 
be) for comparison with the state- 
ments rendered by the electric light 
company. 


In learning to read an electric light 


pointer which is operated by the ro- 
tating element in the meter and 
which points to the figures on the 
dial. 


"Meters are all read alike, so we 


will take one with a dial of four cir- 
cles for an example. You begin at 
the right-hand circle to read the me- 
ter, and continue to the left until all 
of the circles have been read. Sup- 
pose, for instance, that the pointer in 
the first circle (right hand) points to 


In the second, the pointer is just 
leaving 4, and must be read as 4- In 
the third, the pointer is Just leaving 
5 and it must be read as 5. The last 
circle reads 4.

said to be more than 4000 years old 
and reported to have been found 
deeply imbedded in sand, on the coast 
of China. This skeleton, however. 
la said to be considerably smaller 
than the proportions of a mermaid, 
according to popular 
conception, 


which pictures her with a form much 
the same as that of a woman. It is 
pointed out, however, that this skele- 
ton might have belonged to a dwarf 
of the species, or to a kind of fish 
which is said to have been common 
to Chinese waters about 6QOO B. C.

The skeleton which has come to 


light after centuries is described as 
having tad a head, shoulders and 
arm* like those of a woman, as 
proved by tbe formation of the bones 
and skull. The lower half of the 
body became petrified, and in all re- 
spects was like the tail of a fish, with 
several fins. On the head and the 
upper portion of the body a shrivelled 
skin was found, similar to that of an 
Egyptian mummy. If further proof 
were needed, it would seem to be 
supplied by a few strands of hair on 
the head.

mermaid, in which they term her 
Ottawes. 


It has been one of the unexplaln- 


able points of the mermaid legend 
that so many peoples in such distant 
parts of the globe believed in the 
reality of a creature half woman and 
half fish. It would be hard to im- 
agine two races further apart than 
the Chaldeans and the Indians, but 
both knew of the mermaid 


Whatever of truth there'may be in 


the reported finding of this skeleton 
it, at any rate, opens anew oiip of the 
most fascinating chapters !a tae lore 
of mankind.

companying illustrations. In the first 
example ttie pointers were all point- 
ing to some definite figure, but sup- 
pose that in the second circle, the 
pointer was between 4 and 5, how 
can we tell whether to call it 4 or 5? 
In this case the number which th« 
pointer is leaving is the one to use. 
•Therefore the reading for figure 1, is 
4542 kilowatt-hours. For in the first 
circle to the right tbe pointer is just 
leaving 2, and it must be read as 2.

Thw ftapwMM »« the Call. 


itr***. *»«» ».»ii for volunteers was 


issued last April, practically every 
collegian ot ajilitary age rushed to 
the enlisuaeut Qfflces. Bgt it was 
a case of "many are called, but few 
are chosen." Slight physical defects 
were deemed as bars to many who 
wanted to jump immediately into 
suits of khaki and uniforms of blue. 
But the very fact that many were 
rejected brought about the most sur- 
prising feature of this patriotic out- 
burst on the part of the collegians. 


Iu one institution more than a 


score of youngsters were rejected be- 
cause of flat-foot. Were they con- 
tent then to remain as civilians? Not 
at all! Those youngsters formed 
classes that twice a day are going 
through exercises designed to cure 
flat-foot. It's a long, tedious process 
to bring back the broken arches to 
their normal condition—but those 
youngsters are working as never be- 
fore to accomplish it. 
And why? 


Merely because they want to become 
soldiers and offer their lives, if nec- 
essary, for their* country. 


One collegian was rejected because 


he had granulated eyelids—a condi- 
tion that had existed almost since in- 
fancy. Never before had it worried 
him; never before had he made any- 
real effort to cure it. He felt that it 
was to be his affliction during life. 
But when thosa granulated eyelids 
caused his rejection when he ap-

Soon they strength- 
ened and the treatment swept away 
the grannlat'on8- The youngster now 
is a member of the naval branch of 
the military forces of the nation. 


A Supwrfc Student Army. 


A dosen students were rejected be- 


cause they were a trine under-weight 
One was about two pounds shy of 
the requirement. When he left the 
enrolment office he hurried into the 
nearest restaurant sn.d. ordered a 
meal that wo.nld have taxed the 
stomach qf a QaSsth, The boy ate 
everything he ordered, followed it 
with a quart of water and then 
rushed back to the enlistment office, 
was re-weighed and enrolled. 


Hundreds of collegians waoae 


poundage kept them out of the army 
and the navy have applied for enlist- 
ment as aviators. Others ^rho have 
minor physical infirmities which bar 
them from being a fighting unit of 
the army and navy have become 
drivers of automobile ambulances, 
ammunition 
wagons, motorcycles 


and other vehicles of war. Many 
who couldn'^ stand the severe mili- 
tary tests and who knew nothing 
about automobiles have enrolled as 
cooks, or are performing similar 
menial tasks—and gladly, too. 


All in all, the student army that 


the government has enrolled is an 
army superb. It has within its ranks 
the best-known athletes in America, 
football stars, baseball stars, crack 
sprinters, wonderful distance run- 
ners, 
world-renowned 
oarsmen; 


youngsters full of life, youth, health 
and boundless enthusiasm. 
PatriotUm of the Coll«f«i. 


Harvard's representation jn the 


military branches of the nation is re- 
markable. At the outbreak of war 
it had a student population of about 
6000. Close to 1300 ot that number 
are enrolled now in the reserve of- 
ficers' training corps. More than a 
score of--Crimson students, including 
most of the 'varsity football players 
of a year ago, are now in France as 
members of the.American field am- 
bulance service. At least 1000 more 
Harvard students have enlisted or 
are members of some state military 
body, while the bulk of the other 
students are engaged in farming work. 
"Of our total registration or 1400. 


more than 500 students left immedi- 
ately to join the military forces of 
the government," writes Harry L. 
Hillman of Dartmouth University. 


Nearly 500 scholars in the Univer-

T H E C O O K B O O K 


By Jane Eddington. 


THE SUMMER 
FRUITS. 
_T is not thrifty. It is not dletically 
¥ good, it is not cosmopolitan to aei-ve 
I cake with fruit at the end of the 
X meal, especially a meal with meat. 
No egg sauces should properly be served 
with d«sserts at the end of a meat din- 
ner. Yet the typical American dinner 
to lik«ly to have meat soup, meat as a 
piece de resistance, peahaps some nuU 
in a salad, and something with egga as a 
part of th« dessert. 


A compote of fruit Is an eminently cos- 


mopolitan and suitable end to a meal. 
It i» never more suitable than when 
fruits are in their prime in midsummer, 
and when, if ever, we need their thirst 
quenching1 properties to keep us in the 
full bloom of health through the trying 
season. Of course, they are of value 
fftr. otVior twins-' beKia^s betnct tMrst 
quenchers, but this particular point is 
given too little consideration. The sun 
distilled and wonderfully mineralixed 
water of the melou is far better than 
any of the drinks we take through a 
straw, prepared often by insanitary 
bauds ot people untrained in sanitary 
knowledge. 


In the iioar food frenzies and com- 


plexities of today we need to get some 
restfulness, or rather all we can out of 
our daily menus, and there is no food as 
restful as fruit. Think of It from this 
standpoint and get what rest you can 
from it 
It may make the sacrifice ot 


a vacation easy. Take raspberries, for 
instance. They have to my mind that 
delicious and indescribable flavor or 
aroma that goes with the haze of sum- 
mer heat, and the hot doziness of little 
open spaces in wooded pastures 
For 


me, I see the " choppin' " where I used 
to t»ick them years ago. To forget 
utterly for one long minute the worry 
and heat of the day is better than hours 
of idleness without forgetfulness of care 
and responsibility. 


Perhaps the loganberry will one day 


share honors with the raspberry, but aa 
jet it seems not to have found great 
favor. Many people became acquainted 
•with the dehydrated product before they 
knew the fresh, using it for beverage*. 
Frankly, I do not think these beverages 
have been high grade. Fresh this berry 
is hardier and more acid than the rasp- 
berry, and I am told that fresh from the 
vines it is delicious. 


Just about now the black currant will 


appear. It is peculiarly different from 
the red and white currant, and I fancy 
more than half that come into our mar- 
kets, generally from Canada, is wasted. 
The English make Jellies and jams of it 
and also preserves. Of the jam and 
lemon juice they make a black currant 
tea, which they claim Is good, for a cold 
and alleviates thirst and hoarseness. 
People who have colds frequently do 
not drink enough water or they might 
not ha\e them, and anything that gets 
them to do so undoubtedly helps their 
cold.

fruits, like elderberries, wild goose 
plums, the thorn apple, etc., are likely 
to receive more attention, thau, ua.ua! 
this year. The Country Gentleman for 
Juaa 30 bad a picture and description 
of " an elderberry stemmer. 
i£ said. 


"Thousands of elderberries go to 


waste every year In many parts of the 
United States During- the present sea- 
son the elderberry will b« used to a 
greater extent probably than ever be- 
fore. We slight the elderberry. People 
do not appreciate its value for canning 
or jelly mating-. The principal draw- 
back of the elderberry is the tedious- 
ness of pickir, the berries from the 
stems " 


A New York state farmer made a dis- 


covery which is described in his own 
words as follows: 
. 


"We have a large sieve, made by 


fastening galvanized screening of quar- 
ter inch mesh to the bottom of a frame 
of 1x3 inch pins stripe. This we used 
as a. stemroer. Under it we placed a 
galvanized iron tray of the same dimen- 
sions to catch the berries. The process 
of stemming consisted in taking a clus- 
ter of berries in the hand, just as we 
•would hold a paint brush, and rubbing 
the berries over the wire screen with 
the same motion w« would use in paint- 
ing. It worked like magic, the berries 
rattled off clean and whole into the 
tray below. Any sieve with a mesh 
large enough for the berries to pass 
through will serve as a. stemmer." 


Many an elderberry bush is to be seen 


on city lots which have retained their 
primitive shrubbery, right in the midst 
of people, and unappreciated. 


Some of the fruits ot the season have 


not been as good as usual. 
No fine 


apricots have come under my eye, but 
the new apples appearing two weeks 
back were fine The newest apples 
should never be peeled when used for 
sauce or compote. Such sauce is the 
bp?t accompaniment for pork, but not 
so good in pies or with bread or butter 
or cake. Nmetj-nine times out of a 
-hundred it is not the foods we eat, be- 
cause we are widely tolerant, but the 
combination! we make that make us 
.sick. We do eat pork and one of the 
latest announcements from the United 
States department of agriculture is 
headedv " Pork, the Principal Meat of 
the Army, City, and Farm." 


The new apple is comparatively inex- 


pensive. Let us serve it as a vege- 
table 
It may seem more like one if 


we cut it across in good slices without 
peeling it and fry it. Remember that 
•we have to please the eye or mind in 
this eating business. Fried apples and 
bacon are a favorite dish with some peo- 
ple. 


The eariy apples, with white, unripe 


seed, and tart, if they are unwilled, 
STS siipr*m»'v a rookinc annle. They 
•will turn into a beautiful white fluff 
when cooked as a sauce. But for all 
their cooking- excellence I would not put 
them into either pie or dumpling. It 13 
not a good combination for at least 
three reasons 
Remember, the number

on top of a heavy umnei" Again, <!o 
j ou want to eat It in a combination that 
is even slower and harder to digest than 
is pare fat? It is a Rood thing; that fat 
I* digested xlowly, but good things are 
not good in all connections.

Apple Sauces and Compote. 


For plain green apple sauce, fluffy 


and without solid pieces, prepare the 
apple after 't is washed, and then cut 
into eighths and pour over enough boil- 


ing water to cover. Add sugar when it 
is cooked. To make a compote and 
have every piece of apple retain ita 
shape, cook the apples in a sirup, just 
simmering or poaching them 


Black Currant Jam. 


Any method that is successful with 


similar fruits will be good for black 
currant jam and jellies. I have tried 
several and do not know which is the 
better.

Examination 
of this fruit shows „ pulp exceedingly 
rich in pectin, one w-hich will stand sev- 
eral extractions 
Although the juice is 


fairly sweet to taste yet it is sufficiently 
acidic to yield jelly of excellent texture 
even when the proportion of sugar to 
juice is 1:1, With this proportion of 
sugar the total time of making the jelly 
need not exceed ten minutes. The blue-

CONSOLES THE SHADOW CHASERS 


AX FJIA.XC1SCO, Aug. 4.— 
The situation as to tbe next 
term 
governorship 
is 
one 


which is being continually dis- 
cussed. It is an open field as 
\et. only one certain entry 
having been made—that of the 
present governor, 
But there 


are several likely entrants and 
much grooming of possibili- 


ties. With some considerable emphasis it has been de- 
clared that Jack Neylan is a u-ry probable possi- 
bility. He is working along lines that afford publicity 
that would not be inimical to such aspirations. Xo 
work is more in tbe public eye just at this time than 
that headed by Herbert Hoover, and he has called 
Xeylan to his side and entrusted him with important 
duties that will keep him right on the first page. And 
Xeylau. being a newspaper man, will see (hat the 
public is not kept in Hie dark as to his activities. Also 
it is to be remembered that he stands prominently out 
as a member of what might now be termed the Oid 
Guard, meaning the Progressives of the first legion, 
whose ranks wavered when its general transferred his 
headquarters from Sacramento to Washington. There 
is still a degree of uncertainty about Heuey. Jinforma- 
tion comes from a quite definite source that he will 
iiot be a candidate. There would naturally be great 
opposition to him within the party, from those who 
fear the momentum he would gain through a success- 
ful candidacy for the governorship, w hich would make 
him formidable as a senatorial possibility. Besides, 
there are very many who dread him in the saddle, dic- 
tating party affairs here. He is doing congenial work 
just now—probing food and other alleged trusts— 
and if there is anything Heney likes it is to probe. He 
undoubtedly enjoys presidential favor, so much so that 
the story has come out that he is a possibility for the 
Attorney-Generalship upon the next change. He may 
have transferred his ambition from a State to a na- 
tional sphere—but you can never tell about Heney. 
One story is that Attorney-General Webb is willing as 
to the governorship, and another that a supreme 
judgeship is running in his mind. District Attorney 
Wool wine of Los Angeles has come into recent notice 
and is persistently mentioned. It is always whispered 
in this connection that "he has the dough." Of course, 
there is Rolph, the standing rebus. E. A. Meserve of 
Los Angeles is being urged by his friends, "Joe" Scott 
is mentioned, and K A. Jdayes oi s>an oose is u-auHi.v 
out. The chances of a Democratic candidate are 
negligible if Republicans vote the Republican ticket. 
And the chasm is in a way to be bridged. The gov- 
ernor realizes the necessity of this and is throwing 
stringers across wherever he finds it possible. With 
anywhere near a united party it is realized that there , 
will be small chance for the Democratic candidate, 
\shoe>er he may be. 
Plans Miscarry 


The mayor has been granted sixty days' leave of 


absence, which will be consumed in a trip East, it is 
understood, in the interest of shipbuilding projects. 
His plant at Rolph, in Humboldt county, is interested 
in important conlracts, or is expecting to get con- 
tracts, for some of the ships that the government is lo 
build. His going precipitates a situation that has long 
been expected.

The question as to whether the maj-or is 
to try for the governorship is not definitely settled, 
but it is very much of a probability. There is no ques- 
tion but McCarthy could help him in that enterprise. 
There is as little question but the mayor could help 
McCarthy by an arrangement through which McCar- 
thy could find a place on the Board of Supervisors, 
where, betweeu them, they could manage it so that 
McCarthy could be placed on the municipal throne 
when Rolph came down from it to struggle for the 
higher place. It is understood, of course, that in the 
u\i:LLl of a vacancy in the mayoralty the Board of 
Supervisors elects one of its members to fill it. But 
all this fine-laid plan has been put out of joint, at 
least for the time being, by the unexpected hitch in 
the Hetch Hetchy bonding scheme. 
The Hetch Hetchy Project 


The prospect of the Hetch Hetchy project being tied, 


up until five millions of the water bonds can be placed 
is a disconcerting matter. It was supposed that funds 
were provided for, but tbe money market is such that 
41/2 per cent does not seem to be alluring. The action 
of the Fleischhakers in declining to take up their 
option is indicative of the general feeling in financial 
centers. It is expected that very soon another Liberty 
Loan will be called for. and that the rate will be 
higher than the last one. A government bond at 4 per 
cent is pretty sure to be preferred to any other at 5, 
certainly preferable to another at 4^. The prospect 
is that the great project to supply San Francisco with 
water from the Sierras will be laid by until this war 
is over and finances regain their normality. It goes 
without saying that the general bond market suffers 
from the uncertainty. When the next Liberty Loan 


will be fixed are awaited with much interest, and 
other projects relying upon bond issues are in abey- 
ance. 
A Job of Engineering 


The problem of moving the tons of records in the 


Southern Pacific general offices, the thousands of 
pieces of furniture, all the vast mass of parapher- 
nalia and everything that is used in the headquarters 
of this mighty corporation, and settling the 2200 and 
more employees down at their desks and at their tasks 
in the new building a mile away so that business shall 
not be interrupted nor the routine arrested for a 
single instant, is a job equaling some important engi- 
neering feats. Indeed, it has been entrusted to the 
engineering department, W. E. Critzer, chief clerk to 
the assistant engineer, being put in charge. He has 
worked out a scheme by which the transfer is being 
made. It involves blueprints, measurements, calcula- 
tions and accurate attention to detail. Every article 
of furniture has been numbered and its new location 
indicated on diagrams. The moving is done at night, 
when there is no business to be interrupted and when 
the eie\ntors in the present headquarters me avail- 
able. Clerks close their desks at night in the Flood 
bv-ilding aud open them the next morning in the new 
offices a mile away, exactly as though nothing had 
happened. Considering that there are .305 rooms to 
reckon with, the man who is superintending this busi- 
ness has some job on his hand>. 
The Farm Labor Problem 


The labor scarcity is not in a way of being relieved 


as definitely as is desirable for several reasons The 
first and foremost is that'there is no thoroughly 
organized system of state-wide magnitude that can 
handle and swiuh the help that is available about the 
State to localities that may immediately need it. The 
attempt at tins 1ms resulted in placing it in the hands 
of unhersity people who are not practical. There has 
been organized a practical fanners' association, the 
members of which ))a\c had experience in all phases 
of the help question, but this association is unofficial, 
and .ill matters having to do with official bodie« of 
defence and food cuiisenation ha\e to go through the 
State Council of Defense. This is not sympathetic 
with unofficial bodies. It seems to be unfortunate that 
the food consenation organization.6 <lo not have some 
practical fanners in their directories. Fruit growers 
and others m need of labor at particular times aud in 
definite volume are often heard to complain of the 
uncertainty and unreliability of help. In this they 
are in some measuie themsehes to blame. In too many 
cas.e» ihe.v lake no internal in the tomfort or well 
being of the hands. An instance was reported here 
from a berrv raising section, which sent down for a 
force of pickers. A number of hands were sent in 
response, who, on arriving, found that the berries had 
u.)t ripened quite as rapidly as was counted on, and 
that the pickers would uot be needed for a da\ or two. 
Inquiring where they we^e to sleep they were informed 
thill the.; could buy (cuts in town, which was at u 


considerable distance away. The employers took no 
account of the necessity of housing those who were to 
render them assistance, not to mention their more 
intimate comfort. Ou some of the larger ranches, 
owned and operated by men who have given thought 
to their business in all its aspects, such indifference 
may not exist; but the larger and humane farmer and' 
fruit grower seems to be the exception rather than 
the rule. Those who are Irving to improve conditions 
as to farm labor realize mat co-operatiou and con- 
sideration for those who work will be necessary before 
desirable headway can be made. 
Otis As a Land Investor 


Most of the notices of the late Harrison Gray Otis 


deal with him as the editor and publisher of an un- 
usually successful newspaper. He was distinctive in 
that respect, being almost the last—it may be said the 
last but one—of the old line editors whose personality 
and publication were merged in the public under- 
standing. Mention of the Los Angeles Times always 
suggested Otis. Henry Watterson of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal survives,, the last of his class. While 
General Otis was known to the general public mostly 
through his journalistic activities, it was within the 
knowledge of a few that he was very successful in 
other ventures. One of his investments was in a tract 
of a million acres of Jaud in the Imperial vailt?\. It 
is on the Mexican side of the line, a continuation of 
the rich section of the Imperial country'that is so pro- 
ductive in cotton, cantaloupes aud everything that 
grows in a semi-tropic country and most of that which 
grows in the tropics. The land level being lower than 
the Colorado river, its irrigation is a simple matter, 
and its fertility is limitless. General Otis paid for 
this tract a quarter of a million dollars. He made a 
single sale of 32,000 acres to Cudahy, the Chicago me.it 
baron, for a price approximating a million dollars. 
Other sales have been made, but Otis still owned the 
buik of the tract at the time of his death. This land 
has an interesting history. It was at one time con- 
ditionally owned by the late Thomas Blythe, over 
whose estate' there was such a famous litigation. 
Blythe, together with the late Judge Andrade, ob- 
tained a concession of this and other lands from the 
Mexican government conditionally upon making cer- 
tain improvements. 
Blythe expended §300,000 in 


carrying out the conditions—and then died. The Pro- 
bate Court refused to grant further money from the 
estate for this purpose, holding that there was no 
authority by which it could set aside funds to be 
expended 111 aiiouiei cuuuLij. TLv, ^^^-.-/-cn ^"^ 
lapsed; but Andrade got it renewed and perfected the 
title, and it was of him that General Otis purchased. 
The Blythe estate was large enough to enrich many 
people, but what it would have been had this Imperial 
valley holding been retained can now be judged from, 
the developments that have resulted there through 
irrigation. 
A Grim Reminder

All of the obituary notices of General Otis mention 


tbe great tragedy of the dynamiting of his newspaper 
office, through which some twenty persons were killed. 
This resulted from his immemorial fight with organ- 
ized labor. He was grim and determined, and though 
it was disclosed that a part of Ihe dynamiting plan 
which miscarried included his residence and himself, 
he modified his attitude not a whit. I ha\e seen no 
mention anywhere of the peculiar method he pursued 
to emphasize the fact that he was not forgetting the 
tragedy or the principle involved, and that he did not 
intend to let the public forget it. On the broad ex- 
panse of lawn of his private residence in Los Angeles 
he had erected a replica of the Times office that was 
destroyed. It was a strange structure to be set down 
among high-class residences, and was one of the objects 
of interest for tourists. The newspaper property which 
he built up is one of the most valuable in the West 
The Mooney Appeal 


Attorney-General Webb's comnucaiiou 10 the Su- 


preme Court, wherein he informs that tribunal that 
he will not object if the case of Thomas J. Mooney is 
remanded for a new trial, is reminiscent of the Ben- 
hayon case of thirty years ago. Dr. Bowers had been 
sentenced to be hanged for poisoning his wife.

Los Angeles, wherein Rosewater sues to recover 
moneys for breach of contract, and in whose complaint 
the disclosure is made that Earl lost $275,393.89 last 
year on his three papers—the Los Angeles Express, 
Tribune and Rural World—is the account of it that 
appears in the California Outlook for August. The 
Outlook is the very particular organ of the Progres- 
sives, edited principally by Chester Bo well, William 
Allen White and Meyer Lissner. These and E. T. Earl 
were among the particular sponsors for the Pro- 
gressive movement, to fyr*her which Earl went into 
the newspaper business writh such apparent untoward 
results. In this article his former co-workers take a 
sort of gleeful attitude over the representation that 
he is so palpably up against it. The Outlook recounts 
all the disclosures made by JRosewater in his com- 
plaint, interlarding them with innocent observations 
that really heighten the effect. This treatment has at- 
tracted much attention, as shewing the cleavage in 
the Progressive ranks that has been vaguely referred 
to but never before definitely disclosed. There is no 
longer the least doubt that the Lissaer-Rowell end of 
the faction has come to the parting of the ways with 
the Earl faction.

AVAJWS AGAINST

Professor

College of Agriculture of the Univer- 
sity of Caliloinia advises home gar- 
deners ugaiiiKl permitting insects gut- 
ting a grip on their plots, 
lie has 


given tho following advices on how to 
control these pests: 


Kvcn one yrasshoppcr can destroy 


several plants in a day, or a few cut- 
worms do much ravage in a single 
night. 
Hut 
grasshoppers 
and 
cut- 


worms may be disposed of by mixing 
a teaspoonful of Paris green, a table- 
spoonful o^ molasses and the juice of 
one orange or lemon, with a quart of 
bran and distributing this mush where 
tho Insects give trouble. 
Plants can be protected against In- 


sects that live on the plant and cut 
out parts of the foliage by spraying 
tho plants with a small hand sprayer 
with a thorough mixture of a table- 
spoonful of araeriate of lead to a sal- 
Ion of water. 


The sucking insects, such as aphids, 


will be killed by spraying plants with 
a soap spray, consisting of an inch 
and a half of soap dissolved in a 
gallon of warm water. 


Where aphids and other sucking 


insects occur alone they may be eon- 
trolled by a spray consisting of bluck 
leaf 40 per cent, used according to 
the directions on the container.

conducted last year was a city buck; 
yard 25x70 ieet

grape vines. 
Strawberry plants were 
set alongside of the Hag-stone walks 
,and currant bushes between tho walks 
and fence, 
In the space between tho 


bush"A and 
the 
strawberries 
low- 


growing vegetables, such 
as 
beans, 


peppers, egg plants and the like were 
set out. In a spuce about twelve feet 
wide between the walks low-growing, 
quick-maturing varieties eouJd be put 
out at proper intervals between them. 


The early plantings 
consisted 
of 
radishes, early beets, lettuce, carrots 
nnd a few parsnips. 
Tho beets gave 


way later to a 
few late 
cabbage ' 


plapts. 
The sunniest portion of the 
yard was turned over to tonvatoes, of 
which there were about a dozen plants 
trained to a single stem and set about 
18 Inches apart 
In each 
direction. 
Early and lute pens were put out in 
the least sunny portion of the yard. 
Later, In the fa!), spinach, kale and 
potato-onion sets were pJnnted in or-

An 
instance, of ihii luttor class of war lit- 
erature is a Jittle book on "Confes- 
sions of a War Correspondent," writ- 
ton by William G. Shepherd, corre- 
spondent of the United Press, 
who 


saw actual fighting conditions" at live 
poiiiln — British, French, German, 
Austrian and Italian. 


Mr, Shepherd has given his readers 


something 
decidedly 
different. 
lie 


has not confined hla work to recount- 
Ing- the gruesome sights 
beheld 
by 


war correspondents, iloi' has hu put 
down for perusal too much of the 
"sob stuff" which has 
come 
from 


across the ocean these 
past 
thrco 


years. 
He has given, in absorbingly 


interesting style, the hum-in side of 
the war business, which includes not 
only the fighting ujlcld, but the rul- 
ings of censors, and the acquaintances 
with officers and men. He has omit- 
ted the "feast of horrors" and has 
given us first-hand a 
bit 
of 
the 


method by which 
the great 
news 


agencies are furnishing us from day 
to day the bits of world history now 
in the making. 


As a "ceneor fighter" he started his 


war reporting, Mr. Shepherd says in 
his very first sentence. And he justi- 
fies the attitude for a moment only to 
a-isure ua that ultimately every cor- 
respondent learns that censor baiting 
is unprofitable business. Mr. Shepherd 
has an abundant store of confessions 
from which to draw for his book. He 
was at Antwerp when the German 
invasion was drawing to a close, and 
he gave the news of that city's sur- 
render. He is said to have been the 
only newspaper correspondent 
who 


saw the first; battle of Ypres, and he 
is thought to have been the first to 
obtain permission to visit the British 
front in France. He visited the Ger- 
man front, was with the Austrians at 
Praemysl, and witnessed tho dramatic 
retreat from Serbia. Ho watched the 
Alpine warfare of the Italians, and 
visited the great army gathered at 
Salonica.

bands in the writing: of one at the

books on fishing that one may meet 
in a lifetime of vacations. "Lake and 
Stream Game Fishing" Is a practical 
book on the popular fresh water game 
fish, the tackle necessary, and how to 
use it — but it is more than that.. There 
is an Introduction, for Instance, by 
James Keelcy, editor of the Chicago 
Herald, a breezy 
fisherman's 
edi- 


torial. And Jack L&U in a foreword 
says: 


"Therefore, I beseech you, Dixie, 


do not again bend your Superior tal- 
ents to the paltry and sordid pursuit 
of telling1 how to nab a fish for break- 
fast; take your stylus in hand and 
write us a guidebook on how to teach 
a fish to take a joke so that we may 
live long and increase our percent- 


Carroll begins after the editor and 


the short story writer leave off, and the 
book Is all his own. It is written in a 
style that is different from any we 
have seen. 
The first paragraph il- 


lustrates the chatty conversational 
tone used: 


"So you are sure stamped, old man, 


when it comes to getting together a 
bait-casting outfit. 
Been hitting her 


up with the old cane pole and any 
old hook or line, and getting the fish, 
but every time you pass a tackle lay- 
out in a sporting goods store, your 
hands fairly itch to swing one of those 
short bait-casting rods, and then you 
sortcv hold back 'cause you don't just 
know what's really needed and you 
sure don't want to tip off your hand 
to the follow on the 'inside' that you 
ore shy on tackle dope." 


Carroll is oditor of the National 


Sportsman, fishing editor of the Chi- 
cago Herald, 
and 
president of the 


AmerJIsan Anglers' League. 
He has 


flsihed from the Hudson Bay cpuntry 
down to the West Indies and from 
tho Maine woods to our Pacific Coast. 
Any doubts that might be held as to 
his all-round fishing: knowledge and 
his ability to Impart the same to his 
readers in more than interesting man- 
ner will be removed with the perusal 
of his volume. The book is attract- 
iTWly printed and contains illustra- 
tions to delight the fisherman. 


And so we would eay that the legion 


of men, and women, too, whose friends 
bear fins and the names bass, muB- 
keUonge, 
pike, 
pickerel, 
wall-eyed 


pike and trout will welcome this book 
as they would welcome an unexpected 
three weeks away from work with 
a rod and a reel and a boat.

versity Is Intolerant of all kinds of quack- 
ery, but it is certainly quackery of a 
kind that Is practiced on the publlo when 
the public is Invited <o hear a musician 
or stngcr masquerading as an artist who 
is able only to display the impefections 
of an art.

The need of publicity in library 


work, a feature which has received 
comparatively little emphasis so far, 
haa 
been 
emphasized in a recent 


statement by Dr. J. D. Wolcott, li- 
brarian of the Bureau of Education 
ol the Department of tho Interior. 
Most American cities have pretty 
good libraries and some have excel- 
lent ones, but hardly any city until 
the last year or two has attempted 
systematically to inform the people 
of what the library contains and 
what It can do for them. The Amer- 
ican Library Association has had a 
committee on the subject since 1906, 
but only 
recently 
have individual 


cities 
begun to 
try to 
put their 


library faellities into general use. 


"A number of libraries," said Dr. 


Wolcott, "have been conspicuous for 
effective publicity -work during the 
last year. The library committee of 
the Toledo, Ohio, Commerce Club 
designated the period of seven days 
beginning March 1, 1616, as a library 
publication week, during which the 
us,es of the public library should be 
brought In every practicable way to 
the general notice of the citizens. 
The undertaking was officially rec- 
ognized 
by 
proclamation

the 


mayor of Toledo, 
During the week 
articles 
and 
advertisements about 


the library Appeared each day In the 
local 
netmspapers.

Hiders. 


Among such a population it is only 


reasonable to suppose, must be men 
of ability and native talent who will 
find it profitable to employ their sur- 
plus energy in the development 
of 


latent powerj within them. Especially 
must this be true if they arc en- 
couraged and sustained In such ef- 
fort by a prison administration which 
Is as progressive and liberal as that 
of "Warden Johnston, who, as is well 
known by all who interest themselves 
in prison affairs, is in the Vanguard 
of those who represent the modern 
ideas of prison management. 
That 


this supposition is borne out by fact 
Is proved by the recent publication of 
several songs, written and composed 
by inmates of Pan Quentin, one 
of 


which was placed on salo within the 
prison two weeks ago and about 300 
copies were disposed of there. 
And 


now another prison production Is go- 
ing to make its bow lo the "outside" 
public, and partieulm ly to that of the 
city of Oakland. 
How that cornea 


about is another 
stoiy and should, 


bo told by beginning at Hie beginning, 


"in San QucnUn tlie inmates have a 


band of some thirty-five pieces, which 
was organized a, great 
m.iny years 


ago. 
The 
instruments 
and 
other 


apparatus are not provided by tho 
State, but must be furnished by tho 
prisoners themselves, which 
means, 


of course, that new instruments 
are 


few and far between, and that many 
of those in possession of the band 
havo become dilapidated 
and 
anti- 


quated as the years rolled by. Kspec- 
ially was this true of an old 
and 


venerable piano that was installed in 
tho little movie theater of the prison, 
where the 
inmates 
enjoy 
a fchpw 


every Sunday. 
The instrument Val- 


iently did its very best, but it was 
finally decided that even a prison 
audience- had tho right 
to 
expect 


sweeter and more harmonious tonca 
than the old 
box 
could 
render. 


Negotiations for a 
new 
instrument 


were begun; consultations with 
tho 


warden were hail, and the outcome 
of it was that a music house 
waa 


found which agreed lo fjrnish 
the 


piano with the understand ng that the 
Inmates of tho prison are to pay for 
it in installments and the members of 
the band took it upon themselves to 
devise ways and means to ralbo tho 
money. 


"Then it was that scvral men came 


forward 
with their work 
in. music 


composition, donating them and all 
returns that mighl result from their 
publication to the band. 
As a first 


venture a song named "Recollections" 
was published and 
placed on sale 


within tho ' pris-nn, as stated above. 
The money thus obtained wan- suffi- 
cient to meet the inilial Installment. 
But more rnonej must be provided for 
those which fall due In the future—- 
and besides, there arc other things 
needed, and need badly, by both bund 
and orchestra.

-Though it Is not sure we 
have reached the darkest depth, never- i 
theless, across the valley we can see the 
sunshine of victory." 


Lloyd George laid emphasis on Eng- 
land's determination to fight for a real j 
Peace—not an armistice on Germany's 
terms. "The German war lords," he as-i 
sorted, "are glib in talk about peace, but 
they stammer over 'restorations.' Before 
we enter a peace conference they must 
learn that utterance." 


Lloyd George continued that since the 


German 
plot for world domination by 


force had_ miscarried, the Teutons were 
determined to try again. 


"But there must not

time'." he added. "Let this generation 
eliminate war. 


"Germany never subscribed to the. Mon- 
roe Dortrlne We know her ambitions as

The United States marine corps uas 
sent out a call for musicians 
Under 
the revised bill signed by President 
'Wilson in August, 1916, the leader of 
the band gets a captain's pay, second 
leader $i&u a month, ten principal 
musicians $125 a month, twenty-five 
at $100 a month, twenty at $85 a 
month and ten at $70 a month. 
Musicians may retire on half-pay after 
twenty years of service. 
Marine band music started back in 


1798 when President John Adams es- 
tablished the first fife and drum corps. 
In 1802 Captain Daniel McNeill, of 
the twenty-eight-gun corvette Boston, 
kidnaped from Naples thirteen Italian 
musicians, whom he brought to this 
country to show people on the At- 
lantic seaboard how to play. The 
United States government repudiated 
the act but transferred the prisoners 
to the marine barracks at Washing- 
ton, 
r>. C. 


The band performed routine duty 
until August, 1856, when, under the 
recommendation of Colonel John Har- 
ris, fixed the compensation for wages 
with the consent of Congress and had 
the band established as a marine in- 
stitution. John Philip Sousa, "march 
king," who was appointed principal 
musician of the corps in 1880, was one 
of the most famous of the marine 
corps squad 
He has again joined the 
corps to lead it into battle on the 
French lire.

C:-c-..aer arc to 
the effect that al! men engaged in any 
way in the handling of the mails shall be 
exempted. 


Of the 48 who were examined during 


the morning- only nine wera found to have 
«uch physical deficiencies as make a sec- 
ond examination neceasary in their cases. 
Three will be excused as a result of this 
first test, one being deaf and dumb, an- 
other lame and the third having serious 
heart trouble. The remaining 36 of the 
48 examined were found to be physically 
ptrfectv so far as the military ^standards 
establish perfection.

. An open forum on the county bond 
issues will be held In the Hotel Oak- 
land at 2:30 o'clock next Thursday 
afternoon, August 9. by the Oakland 
Civic Center. It is planned that there 
shall be an open and free discussion 
of all sides of the three issues of 
$2.900,000 bonds to be voted on 
August 14. 


Harrison S. Robinson, a member of 
the County Institutions Commission, 
will present the arguments in favor of 
the bonds for the new ' $1,000,000 
county hospital, the $900,000 share the 
county must pay for the bascule bridge 
over the estuary and the needed im- 
provements at the county poor farm, 
for which the people are asked to 
vote $1,000.000. 


According to reports received by 
the committee In charge of the cam- 
paign for the bonds, the sentiment is 
rapidly growing in favor of making 
the assessment in this way. It hasi 
been pointed out in such a convincing 
way, 
the committee say*, that a tax 


levy will be required if the bonds are 
'not voted that the people have been 
aroused to the point of being deter- 
mined to put them over by a large 
majority. 
It is recalled that experts "such as 
Robinson. P. A. Haviland. county sur- 
veyor, and E. F. Garrison, county aud- 
itor, have figured out the expense to 
be placed on the people by this 12.- 
900.000 bond issue on the basis of the 
assessed valuation of Alameda county 
of $227,000,000. 
Robinson estimates that If 
the 
bridge bonds are not voted an addi- 
tion to the tax levy of 39 cents will be 
made in the first year' for that Im- 
provement alone, whereas the bonds 
will cost the people only 3% cents a 
year. The county hospital bonds will 
add only 4 .cents a year and the county 
infirmary issue much less.

Street cars will not .stop,-tof:taKe on 
or let off passengers; on* the bridge, 
Every motorist knows that the: avoid- 
ance of foot passenger* in;getting on 
or off of street cars .is one thing that 
continually holds up traffic. 
Third—Pedestrian interference. 'No 
pedestrian will be allowed on the 
bridge roadway, as on the ordinary 
streets, where foot nassengers are con- 
tinually criss-crossing.'from' one side 
of the Street to the other, not only at 
street 
intersections 
but 
between 
blocks. Thug • the 
interference 
of 
pedestrians will be eliminated, giving 
full flow to the vehicular traffic. 
Fourth—No parking. No obstruc- 


tions through the parking of automo- 
biles or other vehicles on the sides of 
the roadway, or the turning or stop- 
ping of automobiles will be encoun- 
tered on the roadway. It will be a 
straightway "shoot" for all vehicles 
both going and coming, and therefore 
no obstruction or delay to traffic, add- 
ing inestimably to the speed of the 
traffic. ,\viirrii OP STREETS. 


Xow let us take the width of the 
proposed bridge for vehicular pur- 
poses, and the width of streets in Oak. 
land for comparative purposes:

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Jack Nichols Gives French Sidelights 


Again from Jack Nichols of Palo Alto has come a handful of interesting "clote^tps" of the war game 


ivhich men of hit own organization, the Stanford unit of the American ambulance corps, in conjunction 
with, men of other college units, are playing out on K urope's battle front. 
This time it is Paris at close 


range—the Frenchmen in their native capital, the poilus in their uniforms and the social life—meetings 
with prominent personages, talks with Will Irwin and other American writers, college reunions—scraps 
and bits of sidelights that stand out with cameo^learness. 


The trip to Marseilles is told with simple directness, impressions flitting through the pages like pictures 


clipped from a movie film; the quartering in palatial surroundings; the search for mascots—polka dot- 
ted parrots with green "pants"; the cosmopolitan character of the ancient French city due to war condi- 
tions, and the plunges in. the Mediterranean, new to American lads-^all these are in the story. Nichols 
closes his letter with Genoa, Abruzzi and the white walls of- Afoiuuti^ ahead with the shifting chapters of 
the southern zone yet to be told. These letters are being published exclusively in The TRIBUNE as they 
are received.

(Excerpts from letters from Jack 
Nichols. American Field Service. 
Paris, France.) 


Saturday. June 30, 1917. 
Mr., Euell, the registrar, came 
running into our barracks this 
afternoon. "Section 14 is getting 
-h—!" he said. "There are fifteen 
new men just sent up there. 
Half of them can scarcely run a 
car. I want six men to leave to- 
morrow morning to help." 
Peck, Sayre. Davis. AVohlford 
and I all volunteered, but Cress, 
the yard 
foreman, 
turned us 


down because we hadn't had our- 
driving tests yet. "Besides," he 
added, "the shelling may con- 
tinue for 
two 
weeks and 
you - 
wouldn't be able to get back in 
time to go to Saloniqu?.- 


He selected some others who 
were waiting to so out with old 
sections. "Have you got your life 
insured?" he asked one fellow. 
"No," laughed the boy. "Well, 
then, you'll be sure to get a bul- 
let through your head!" AVe all 
roared, but after the boy left, 
Cress said he expected to see 
some of them shot up. 


About five from the first Stan- 
ford unit are on permission. Ten 
more have come in to join us. 
The ranks have been filled up 
with men who have never driven 
on the front before. I Imagine 
Alan Is driving night and day: 
La Press*, one of the newspapers, 
this evening; says the' severe at- 
tack In the Champagne has been 
checked. Let us hope so.

Last night the official "pattis- 
serie bust" was pulled off. It was 
well managed by Phil Davis. I 
went down to the Y. M. C. A.

Then Will Irwin gave us 
a talk on the Italian front. 
Irwin told of a house where 


for more than a year the Italians 
occupied the kitchen 
and the 
Austrians 
the 
parlor.

• trenches of the two sides were ten 
yards apart. His description of 
an Alpine artillery duel was fas- 
cinating. He saw the highest gun 
In the world (11,000 feet, I be- 
lieve)—the top of the war. It cost 
forty men's lives to get it there. 
However, it gained the Italians 
about three miles across the top 
of a glacier. 


Aeroplanes

there, consequently the scouting 
expeditions, raiding patrols and 
all intelligence service Is effect- 
ed by skiintr parties of fbrty men 
or fewer. 
Irwin said that the 
Italian-Americans, especially the 
engineers, 
had

studied after the war. . 


After the general entertainment 
was over, we went up on another 
floor. to our banauet of sand- 
wiches, coffee, strawberry short- 
cake, ice cream and cake. Mr. 
Pense, a Y. M. C. A. man from 
Constantinople, was telling us 
something about Salonlqne. when 
In dropped the long expected 
Stanford men from the front— 
Kyle, Blote, Johnson. Randau. 
Eastman, CauRhell and. the rest 
of the tall, well-browned crew. 


TELLS OF FRANCE. 


As they were eating. Irwin told 
us something of the wonderful 
little nation of France—how they 
will stand by you winning or los- 
ing. We had some rousing yells, 
and "Hall. Stanford Hail!"—end- 
Ing the best get-together feed 
we have ever had. 
We are waiting up tonight for 
the bunch In from the Chicago, 
expected here this noon. The 
third Stanford 
unit is among 
them. 


Monday, Julv " 1917. 
I dreamed of meetlnjr you all 
last night 
"Whether you came 
over to see me or I went back is 
more than the dream explains. 
Anyway, it was a most happy 
meeting. 
At last the bunch from the Chi- 
cago has landed. 
They are two 
days overdue. We began to fear 
they might arrive in rowboats. 
Rodgers has a brother coming. 
I am sitting in a camionette 
(truck), waiting to show them 
their barracks when they arrive. 
The steering wheel makes an ex- 
cellent writing desk for a littla 
while. 


Saturday night, Mao and I and 
some other fellows from here 
went out with tne Y. M. C. A. sec- 
retary. He had a sign up on the 
Bulletin board: "Feeling sociable 
tonight? 
Meet me here at 8:30 
and go to Mr. and Mrs. 
for a 


little amusement and 
refresh- 
ments." 


The flat we went to was that 


of the vice-president of the cham- 
ber of commerce. . There were 
two poilus thore when we arrived, 
besides a Red Cross Frenchman, 
who waa going to Russia, and a 
Belgian soldier. .ILater the For- 
eign Leglonaire, whom we had 
met at the American embassy, 
came in. There were ambulan- 
clers from thr: Paris service and 
from the Morton Hwges'. Also, 
there was a young Scotch aviator 
and si)tn<; Americnn women. 


I had a good chance to talk 


1'ronch with the poilns, because 
thf.v spoke ny ICnglish. 
1 can 
mart n convrjiation 
in French, 


hut after running shout ten f«ct 
she stops dead. That is when I 
begin •ayinc. "Comment dlrai 


J*—? Quo vent dire—?" etc., 
etc., and have to resort to the 
pocket dictionary. 
. 
A lady sang some songs in 
Scotch and French. 
Then the 
same man who had sung at the 
V. M. C. A. gave us a bunch of 
Harry Lauder stuff. I have never 
heard Harry myself, but they say 
this fellow is just as good, and I 
can almost believe it. 
We had some delicious rasp- 
berry 
punch with 
ladyfingers, 
macaroons and cookies to go with 
it 
The Belgian sang "In my 
Little Gray Home in the West" 
so touchingly that we persuaded 
him to sing it over again. We 
sang the> "Star Spangled Banner," 
"God 
Save the King" and the 
"Marsellaise." Then the president 
of the Lyceum Club (Americans 
of Paris) read an invitation to 
General Pershing, a cordial reply 
with a plea to be excused, and a 
counter reply, saying they didn't 
want to bother him too much and 
would wait until a less pressing ' 
time. 
' The man from the 
Foreign 
Legion told me -they had given. 
him pretty good assurances of 
getting into the American army. 


COSMOPOLITAN PARTY. 


A more cosmopolitan party in 
a small room I have never seen 
before. We broke up about 10:30. 
Yesterday afternoon. I 
took 
out some laundry and then start- 
ed out for a walk down town. I 
took every crooked and narrow 
^.Street I could find, but couldn't 
get lost except tenworarily. 
I 
went to the 
movie "Maciste 
Alpin/' Maciste was the same 
Cabirla star. _He threw the Prus- 
sians around like em?*:' bose?. 
I believe the film was taken in 
co-operation with the Italian gov- 
ernment, 
for it 
showeii 'many 
scenes on the Italian front—men 
In t.h«* fr#*r>oh*»p fnn* 01 th<* tnr> 
of the Alps, 'barracks in glaciers, 
soldiers on skiis. and others climb- 
ing hand-over-hand 
uu 
ropes 
which huno-, -over a 
precipice.- 


They were all connected with the 
plot, and Maciste was in most of 
them. If the film comes over 
there, go and see it 


After the film I strolled down 
the boulevard. One cannot walk 
there. 
Everybody promenades. 


To get anywhere one must walk 
in the street. However, I enjoy- 
ed strolling along with the crowd. 
A little more than half of the 
people are in civilian clothes. The 
rest are in uniforms m.>te varied 
than in a comic opera. The 
French officers wear any kind of 
clothes, each according to his 
taste and financial standing. Some 
wear military collars, others are 
turned down. Cardinal trousers 
with black or green stripes are 
Quite popular. "I salute 
three 
stripes and unward." as Alan 
said. I found out from a Boy 
Scout that lieutenants (one or two 
stripes) may be saluted, but that 
it is not generally done. Unless 
we pass very near an officer who 
looks at us. we do not salute. 


The poilus wear anything from 


blue tailored suits to black coats, 
corduroy trousers and boots. The 
typical French soldier wears his 
blue uniform, soiled to a gray on 
the back and sleeves, his coat un- 
hooked at the neck for comfort, 
and with his overcoat on as the 
best way to carry it If he is just 
in from the front his neck sticks 
forward out of 
the tangle 
of 
straps over his shoulders. Over 
one shoulder, and hanging on the 
opposite side, is a canteen. Across 
the other way hangs a haversack. 
A gas mask hangs on the other 
side, and possibly another bag, 
together with a blue trench.hel- 
rnpt, if the man wears his cloth 
kepi. In the center of his back is 
a knapsack. Curved over the top, 
and down each side of it, is a 
blanket roll. On each side of the 
knapsack is strapped a new hob- 
nailed shoe. 
The , long bayonet 
hangs at his side from a black 
leather belt. The rifle is usually 
slung over one shoulder. 
He 
presents a very unmilitary ap- 
pearance. As Will Irwin remark- 
ed, "The French h-n-e the most 
non-military looking army in the 
world. 
It Is because they look 


Just like what they are—a lot of 
citizens dressed up In uniform, 
gone out to fight for their coun- 
try." 


Besides 
the 
regular 
poilus, 
there are negroes. Moroccans and 
other French territorials. We have 
seen quite a few Riissians. Thpir 
coats are short, looking something 
like tunics. They wear large black 
boots RTIC! stalk n]nn:r In .- FtolH 
manner, suggesting a good deal 
of reserve power. 


"HELLO. SPORT!" 


I saw an American sailor talk- 
ing to a taxi driver. I went up 
near there and he said. "Hello, 
sport!" He was one of the five 
wireless operators on the Seat- 
tle. We talked awhile and stroll- 
ed further uown ihe boulevard. 
He said they had met five sub- 
marines and sunk three. 


We walked down to the Y. M. 


C. A. ilr. Pense. the man from 
Constantinople, had a list of re- 
spectable hotels. 
Another man 


went out with us and got him 


. fixed UP In the Hotel du Palais. 
Then we went down to dinner, to 
a good place where I had eaten be- 
fore. We had mutton chops, fried 
potatoes, bread and rolls, butter. 
Ice cream and cherry tarts. 
At 


the same table sat two other am- 
hulanclers and two American pirls' 
We went back to the hotel, and I 
loft him. He WHS a very nice fol- 
low, only 17 years old. He came 
from Detroit, 


This afternoon I liaci a. good 


ride. We went down in a truck. 
As »n example nf the Inefficient 
system of entangling red tape, 
I will relate how we went out to 


get some gasoline. First we went 
to the center of the town, then 
across the Seine, out about a mile, 
to get the order for the gas. Then 
we went about two miles out 
north. 
Here we got a permis- 


sion to re-enter Paris. Then we 
went out through the city, and 
over to a big gas depot. After 
visiting the office we put off the 
empty caiia ana loaded up with 
new ones. After another visit to 
the office, we went back, present- 
ed papers at the entrance to the 
city, went back to the other of- 
fice to take back the counter- 
signed entrance papers and then 
came home. I estimate we wasted 
five gallons easily.. All the gas 
permits and orders could be cen- 
tralized at the casoline station; 


Oh. well, we have our little odd- 
ities ourselves, eh? 
Please be(f 


me off the other people for not 
writing them. 
I spend all my 
time writing home and I don't 
seem to nave any left 


Marseilles. July 8, 1917. 
We have now reached the ecig* 
of the Mediterranean on our lit- 
tle globe-trottlnsr expedition. Only 
yesterday morning we left Paris. 
We ate at 6 o'clock in the offi- 
cers' mess—a fine breakfast of 
bread and butter.' coffee and oat- 
meal." We climbed into three blgr 
camions. 
Anoth'e'r 
truck 
had 
taken our checked baggage down 
to the Gare de Lyons. 
I had . on a musette (brown 
canvas • haversack), 
with 
my 
toilet 
articles 
and 
traveling 
things, .a canteen and a blanket 
roll. . : Some had- suitcases and 
other bundles, and altogether we 
made a motley-looking crowd,-al- 
though, we looked fixed up for

Ill Its petition to the State Kailroad Commission 


for an increase IB the charges for carrying passen- 
gen between the east bay cities and San Francisco 
by way of the electric rail system and the ferries 
the Southern Pacific Company has asked for in- 
creases far in excess of what the pnblic might rea- 
sonably expect. The Key Route system likewise 
has a petition pending for increases, no specific 
schedules being submitted, however. While it is 
generally admitted that the cost of operation has 
greatly increased due to advance in wages and the 
cost of materials it is not believed that these in- 
creased expenses justify adding 50 to 300 percent 
to the present fares. 


For more than twenty years the Southern Pacific 


has been hauling passengers between Fruitvale and 
8«n Francisco for 10 cents one way, with a |3 


ithly round-trip commutation rate, and the same 


rite has existed between University avenue, Berke- 


> Ity, and San Francisco. Now the company wants

policy is that the corporation wants the public to 
pay for the interest and the refunding of the capi- 
tal represented in the total investment on account 
of the electric rail system on this side of the bay. 


It is also to be presumed from the railroad's 


petition that it wishes to .charge the Alameda 
County cities with the total cost of operating its 
bay ferry service. A large portion of this expense 
•--the Southern Pacific knows the exact amount— 
is chargeable to the through steam railroad service. 
Ibis through traffic which the corporation handles 
demands the- employment of one or two boats an 
hour between the Oakland mole and San Francisco.

opportunity to present their views on the proposed 
increase in passenger traffic charges before the 
State Railroad Commission.

GETTING 8TABTBD. 


With the promulgation yesterday of the order 


by which the federal emergency fleet corporation 
takes over all merchant ships under construction 
in American shipbuilding plants, the Uniieu Sratea 
has gone far toward assuming complete responsibil 
ity for the shipping facilities of the country. All 
that remains to be done to make federal control 
of all ships absolute is the commandeering of ships 
now being operated by private companies, and It 
has been announced at Washington that this will 
be done shortly. 


The government hereupon assumes a tremendous 


responsibility, not the least of which is to guarantee 
that under federal control the constructions of 
those vessels now on the ways will proceed more 
rapidly than would have been the case under prl 
vate supervision. Then it must see that all the 
shipbuilding facilities of the country are applied 
at Tnatimum capacity to the building of new ships; 
that at the earliest possible date the cquntry will 
have a merchant fleet adequate for the transaction 
of its maritime commerce and the transportation 
of war supplies to its allies in Europe, as well as 
for the carrying of Its own armies to the battle- 
fields. 


It is a task which demands the highest degree of 


efficiency and patriotic devotion to the single pur- 
pose of providing ships. It is the most important 
department of the war work. 


WHO WOULD BELONG? 


The Prussian government dictators now are

"society of nations." Chancellor jMichaelis has 
had the effrontery to utter approval of such a 
plan, in which German would have a conspicuous 
place.

fancies of the weak-minded. By every conceivable 
foul deed she has repudiated them and tried to crush 
out their memory wherever her iron heel coulo* 
reach. 
Consequently Germany has no friends 


among nations—only allies who are helpless to

present and become like the rest of the world for 
a seasonable period of probation before she can 
find a welcome place in the society of nations.

Oakland and Saa Francisco business men will recall that this young 


Frenchman, son of a former president of France, was their guest In February 
of 1912. He came here as a representative of his government to investigate 
the possibilities of increasing the commercial relations with the United States. 
He remained two weeks sad left highly enthusiastic over the future of this 
port and with the hope that he might come to visit it again. The State 
Harbor Commissioners took him on an inspection tour of the bar, In a tug.

OCCASIONAL CHSt-UNO. 


In the early summer of 1915 we were 


oocupyingr some fairly aclet and comfort- 
able trenche*. There was only occa- 
sional shelling and things generally were 
rather slow and uninteresting. 


Suddenly one of our »entrle«, who, 


through his periscope, had been keeping 
careful watch of the German troches. 
•cried excitedly to his comrades in his 
"bay": 


"Hanged if Fritz hasn't hoisted a bhte 


and white flag on hia parapet!" 


'Til soon have that down, anyhow," te- 
plied another man. 


Tha last speaker was young and a re- 


•oent arrival Without a moment's thought 
*he sprang upon the fireatep and. with 
"head and shoulders exposed, took a de- 
liberate shot at the offending rag. But 
simultaneously there rang out a second 
report from a flank, and the would-be 
flag stalker fell mortally wounded with 
a German bullet through his eyes. One 
of the greatest menaces to all occupants 
of a trench is ••enfilade" fire; that is to 
say, fire from a flank which, owing to 
the windings and undulations of the front 
line, can be made to command certain 
«tr«trh»!» of hrwtllft rroivnd. This effect 
can be emphasized by firing trom ions- 
range and thus utilizing to advantage the 
bullet's curved trajectory. 


TRENCH BLOWN IN. 


Again a aecuon of "trench blown in by 


a shell in one part of the Hue may ex- 
pose to an alert sniper's view the un- 
suspecting garrison of another "bay" 
fl-ty or sixty yards away, or perhaps the 
constant although fleeting appearance of 
half -heads above a certain point in the 
parapet may indicate to the Hun that 
In this placa there is an unsuspected 
variation in the depth o< the English 
trench. It is then the work of but a Sew 
minutes to "fix" carefully a rifle "cover- 
ing" this spot, and the instant that a 
half-head next appears it is apt to be 
the mark for a piece of lead. 


Such are but a few of the openings 
that are sought for and quickly acted 
upon by the experienced sniper; the ob- 
vious. naturally, always betas sedulously 
avoided. 


I relate these incidents from the Ger- 
man point of view because his sniping 
sections, as such, were the first in the 
field, and they already knew all that 
there was to know of sharpshooting be- 
fore our new armies were even trained 
in the most elementary duties of infan- 
trymen. 


TO COPE WITH IT. 
There were, however, big-hearted, far- 
Bl^lited men who in early days grasped 
the seriousness of the Boche menace in 
this direction, and decided there and then 
to grapple with the pest and see what

In mar.y cases the special rifles, tele- 
scopes and other necessary equipment 
were provided at private expense. Count- 
less obstacles and difficulties had to be 
faced but all were one by one tackled 
and overcome. 


Training went on both In and out of 
the trenches. Some men showed special 
ability aa "marksmen." others as "ob- 
servers." New talent was found in many 
unexpected quarters, but onoe recruited 
and enrolled no time was lost in de- 
veloping it. 
And soon the Influence of 
the sniping sections began to be felt in 
the battalions which had adopted them.

etrangely enough, was often the cause 
of his eventual downfall. 
It was cer- 
tainly so after the first few months of 
the war when the British sniping sections 
had achieved some sort of shape and or- 
ganization.

open long- after 
prudence dictated his 
withdrawal to the trenches themselves. 
This attitude of over-confidence still 
militates against 
the German sniper's 
real efficiency.

possessed of brains capable of devising 
even more cunning tricks than h» can 
think df. 
So, even though he has now 
taken to protected sniping posts, he BtiH 
falls a victim to the \\lles of the British 
sharpsfcooter 


It Is worth 
nothing that the efforts 


of the British sniper were first directed 
solely against the German snlpen himself. 
The idea of shooting down unsuspecting 
Germans walking behind their linee did 
not at first appeal to the British idea 61 
sport. It was a straight, clean fight our 
fellowa wanted. 


But many of our snipers have now 
bpen at the front for over two years, and 
during this time they have como to a 
clear understanding of what an abomin- 
able- pest the Gerrran sniper really is 
They know how many of their friends ha 
nas Kllied, how he has not even hesiteattd 
to slaughter our 
wounded and shoot 
down the stretcher-bearers trying to suc- 
cor them,

TANK PUNISHMENT. 


The "punishment of the tank" H a 
severe application of the Turkish bath. 
Several witnesses have confirmed this 
fact among them the, son of a manu- 
facturer of the region of Antwerp, who, 
with several of his comrades, was shut up 
In a small room heated to a very high 
temperature. There was only room in the 
place for them to stand erect, close to- 
gether and scarcely able to turn.

hibition to make the slightest movement. 
Borne of them lost consciousness after a 
few hours of this exposure end all of 
them were taken to the hospital the 
following day. 


The son of the Antwerp manufac- 
turer, a- stout, robust man at the time 
at the deportation, was tent home a com- 
plete physical wreck a short time after- 
Ward and since baa died from the mls- 
tMatmeirt. Ha told his suffering* to the 
physician who treated him, and tbe Bel- 
gian government ia In possession of tbe 
evidence as given to the doctor. 


CONFIRMATION. 


Two soldiers from Havre, the Lebris 
brothers, who escaped from Germany, 
goitfirm this evidence regarding th* 
Turkish bath form of punishment. 


A number of witnesses call attention 
to the fact that frequently groups of de- 
ported men have been tbe object of a 
simulated execution, sometime* by a flr- 
iftf xfuad, sometimes with machine guns, 
tn order to overcome their resistance, and 
impress their comrades. 
There it also another mean* of con- 
straint u*ed upon the deported in the 
form of punishment camps, where the 
regime is still more severe than in tbe 
**!,«» <n«arr.»4 rnmnn nnd whnrft the de- 
ported are forced to work in tbe marshes, 
often tn most excessively cold weather, 
dreaaed tit nothing but trouser*, shirt and 
wooden shoes, without food during an 
•BUT* day. 
"Some of th* deported are sent to agri- 


cultural centers whence, according to the 
e»M«ic* of a man from Vervlers who 
escaped from Germany, most of the vic- 
tims return so enfeebled that it is im- 
possible for them to keep on their feet. 


Corporal punishment is frequently em- 


ployed, such as blows with the butt of a 
rifle or forced running for periods up to 
two hours without stopping under menace 
of the bayonet The evidence shows that 
the mortality among men subjected to 
these different forms of mistreatment is 
alarming. Evidence regarding the camp 
of deported Belgians of Soltau show* that 
the men are badly lodged, underfed, illy 
clothed, brutalized, sequestered, deprived 
of all diversion and distraction, and re- 
fused any kind of spiritual consolation. 


NOT FOR REPUBLIC

T*t<».»4 BT1 order for $16.000.000 worth of 
worm-drive motor trueta with ihtj i-'acn- 
ard Motor Car Company. These will be 
used by the army both here and abroad, 
and delivery of them -will begin this 
month. 
A previous order placed in July called 


fOR-.10.EOO trucks which are to be fur- 
nished by six of the larger manufac- 
turers, as only those firms in a position 
to build 1000 or more chassis were given 
flrters. In this order the majority of the 
trucks were of the four-wheel drive type 
to oe used by the ordnance department 
in hauling guns 
Out of the 2900 trucks of the usual
